The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. More particularly, the Examiner respectfully 
notes that applicants' Response appears to have both improperly traversed the present 
existing rejections, while also adding a couple of additional informalities to the claims. 
In claim 1, paragraph "d" second line "secondary function" should be --secondary 
functional element--, and claim 9, line 2 (i.e., "at least one") also needs to be revised. 
As to the response regarding the previously pointed out rejections which the Examiner 
again respectfully adheres to, it must also be pointed out the applicants' contention "that 
since adhesive is claimed as an element that is distinct from the secondary functional 
element.... adhesive is excluded from being the secondary functional element" is 
respectfully not agreed with. Additionally, the Examiner must also note that nowhere 
have applicants set forth where "chemical means" and "physical means" are described 
in the specification (Response, page 6, 3 rd complete paragraph), and the term "first 
active side" still fails to find any sort of proper support, as the incorporation by reference 
of support for this particular claimed phrase from a cited US patent appears to have 
been improperly done (see below). 

3. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to an 
unpublished U.S. application, foreign application or patent, or to a publication is 
improper. Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
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incorporated by reference, if the material is relied upon to overcome any objection, 
rejection, or other requirement imposed by the Office. The amendment must be 
accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing 
the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material previously 
incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new matter. 37 CFR 
1.57(f). 

4. The attempt to incorporate subject matter into this application by reference to US 
patent 6,194,062 is ineffective because mere citation of the patent, without more, in the 
specification is inadequate to incorporate by reference into the claims the otherwise non 
disclosed subject matter describing the newly presented and nowhere disclosed term 
"first active side", applicants comments to the contrary notwithstanding. 

5. Claims 1-5 and 7-19 are rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement, substantially for the reasons set forth in 
Paragraph No. 4 of Paper No. 032806, together with the following additional 
observations. More particularly, as regards the new matter issue involving the phrase, 
"disposed upon, and integral with", in addition to what has been previously stated the 
Examiner sees no support existing in the first and second paragraphs of page 3 of the 
specification for this phrase, and particularly for the word "integral", applicants' 
arguments to the contrary notwithstanding (Response, page 5, 4 th paragraph). 

6. Claims 1-5 and 7-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hamilton et al '633, substantially for the reasons set forth in paragraph No. 5 of 
Paper No. 032806, together with the following additional observations. Note again, in 
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addition to what has been previously stated, that porous storage wrap articles which can 
release "secondary functional elements" through their pores are clearly both taught and 
also rendered obvious by the reference, applicants' comments to the contrary 
notwithstanding.
